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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

SiKcinieixs  for  Imcteriological  and  pathoilogical  examinations  are  sent 
either  to  the  Pirblic  Health  Laboraltory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Reverley.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water  su|)plies,  milk 
supplies  and  ice  c.i-eam  is  carried  out  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Hull. 

.Ambulance  Facilities. 

Idle  service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

These  services  are  maintained  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council, 
(dinics  serving  the  airea  are  established  in  Driffield.  Kilham  and  Middleton. 

School  Medical  Services. 

ddie  Divisional  and  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  are 
responsible  for  these  services  in  the  area. 

SANITARY  CIRCUM.STANCES  OF  d'HE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Water  Committee  of  the  Council 
accepted  a tender  foir  the  sinking  and  testing  of  two  bores  in  the  parish 
of  Kilham. 

The  first  bore  was  sunk  to  a depth  of  20(V,  the  dirillers  striking  water 
at  tfi".  After  the  200^  was  reached  a pumping  unit  was  installed  and  a 
I t days  continuous  pumping  test  made.  During  this  time  23,500,000 
gallons  were  extracted,  the  level  in  the  bore  diix>pping  only  td  .‘\t  the 
conclusion  of  the  test  ithe  leve*l  rose  again  very  rapidly,  gaining  in  4 
minutes  the  4^  lost  during  pumping.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  Class  1, 
Highly  Satisfactory.  The  permanent  hardness  is  00  parts  iier  million, 
ddie  site  has  been  bought  and  fenced  in.  At  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  the  Council  has  ordered  the  pumping  maehinerv  and  ])laced 
contracts  for  the  supplv  of  pipes,  etc.,  and  the  laying  of  them. 

.5'8  new  eonnections  were  made  to  the  CouneiFs  main  during  the  year, 
25  metered  and  33  domestic. 

Water  .at  Hutton  and  Nafferton  pumiiing  stations  is  chlorinated,  the 
re-agent  used  being  \'oxan  Spec-ial  Type.  C solution,  and  the  feeders  by 
Wallace  & Tiernan,  Ltd.,  the  dosage  per  30,000  gallons  of  raw  water 
being  2 gallons  df  0.5%  solution  at  Hutton  and  2i  gallons  0.5%  solution 
at  Nafferton. 

15  sam]>les  of  raw  water  fmm  the  pumping  stations  and  20  from 
public  standpipes  Oir  consumer  i>oints  were  submitted  for  baeteriological 
examination.  ATI  of  these  were  reported  as  highly  satisfaetory  with  the 
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exception  0(f  9 of  tlie  samples  fmm  consumer  tajis  or  standpii)e.s  which 
were  unsatisfactory  only  insofar  as  they  did  not  reach  the  stamdaixl  for 
<a  chlorinaterl  water.  Rei)e/at  samples  on  these,  however,  were  highly 
satisfactory. 

4 of  the  6 samples  taken  from  private  supi>lies  were  unsatisfactory, 
and  in  these  cases  consumers  were  invmediatelv  advised!  to  boil  all  water 
for  drinking  purposes,  and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  a suitable  supply. 
To  this  end  one  well  supply  at  Hainton  was  closed  for  domestic  use.  A 
disused  and  (lilapklated  pump  was  dismantled  at  Gartoii  and  the  well 
filled  in. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Earl}'  in  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loeal  Government 
indicated  that  the  Minister  was  prepared  to  include  in  the  Department’s 
Current  Investment  Programme  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Sehemes  for  North  Dalton,  Langtoft  and  Hutton  Cranswiek  with  Watton, 
but  that  the  ]>roposails  foir  Beeford  could  not  he  included  ; the  latter  sehenie 
to  be  kept  under  review  for  approval  as  soon  as  circumstances  permitted. 

The  schemes  for  North  Dalton,  Langtoft  and  Hutton  Cranswiek  with 
Wattoin  (which  had  been  revised  bo  incorporate  certain  amendments 
suggested  by  the  Ministrj’  of  Housing  and  Local  Government)  were 
considered  by  the  Council  and  approved  in  principle,  but  the  Council 
decided  that  the  lajing  of  certain  sections  of  sewer  in  each  scheme 
were  not,  at  the  present  time,  essential,  and  it  was  decided  to  defer 
the  laying  of  these  sections  until  a later  date.  The  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  were  informed  of  this  decision  and  furnished 
with  amended  estimates  of  the  revised  jM-oposals  which  were  still  under 
consideration  by  the  Ministry  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Air  Ministry’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
Ejector  'Station  at  Wattoo  were  transferred  to  the  Couneil  and  will  be 
utilised  in  connection  with  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage^  Disposal  proposals 
for  Hutton  Cranswiek  and  Watton.  d'lie  site  of  the  Ejector  Station 
at  Watton  was  also  [uirchased  by  the  Council  during  flie  year  and 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  other  land  retpiired  for  sewage  works 
sites,  etc.,  were  commencetl. 

During  the  year  the  old  sewage  works  at  Wetwang  were  dismantled 
and  alii  useful  parts  salvaged  therefrom,  and  the  linrigation  area  formed 
to  the  new  w’orks  as  per  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  si^ecification.  The 
North  Frodingham  sewage  works  were  overhauled  and  defective  equii>- 
ment  renewed,  though  even  after  this  was  carried  out  the  works  are 
still  considerably  overloaded.  The  soakaway  system  at  Fridaythor|)e  was 
extensively  improved,  involving  the  re-laying  of  100  yards  of  pipe. 
100  yards  of  new  4-"  pipes  were  laid  at  Wetwang  to  by-pass  the  pond 
and  avoid  contaminatioai  to  same.  At  Giarton  120  yards  of  d"  and  4" 
drain  were  laid  from  the  Church  View  Council  Houses  to  the  existing 
main  sewer. 
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At  Miiddleton  100  yaixls  isewer  were  laid  in  9”  pipes  in  Chapel  Lane 
and  a section  of  the  sewer  from  No.  IG,  Mill  Field  Garth,  re-laid.  A 
.section  of  sewer  from  Chiaii>el  Laaie  junction  was  i>loU;<yhed  and  dredged, 
10  tons  of  silt  being  remoived. 

At  Foston,  2 ixmds  weae  filled  in,  and  an  old  brick  culvert  near  the 
Hlacksmith’s  Shop  replaced  with  6"  pii>es. 

Ci.osKT  Accommodation. 

Conversions  of  pail  closets  to  water  closebs  have  been  carried  out 
in  both  viLKages  where  connections  can  be  made  direct  to  sewer,  and  in 
other  villages  whei-e  it  is  nemssarv  to  provide  sei>tic  tanks  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  sewage.  'I'hese  conver.sions  liave  increased  somewhat  in 
number,  due  i>artly  to  the  eneouragement  of  such  work  in  soheones 
qualifying  for  grant  under  the  Housing  Act,  19i9.  The  Coaincil  have 
not  taken  any  action  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
19.‘36,  to  secure  any  conversions.  However,  witli  the  completion  of  the 
I'e-sewerage  schemes  envisaged  in  the  previous  .section,  it  is  anticipated 
that  there  will  be  a further  marked  increaLse  in  the  number  of  i>ail  closet 
conversions.  All  new  houses  provided  by  fhe  Council’s  Hou-sing  Pro- 
gramme have  been  provided  with  water  closets,  and  where  theae  is  no 
sewerage  system  the.se  are  dealt  with  tlirough  septic  banks  of  the  iJattern 
recommended  in  the  Housing  Manual  for  small  sewage  disjxisal  ^vorks. 

In  all,  a total  of  .54  water  closets  were  provided  by  conversion  froon 
pail  olo.sets  during  the  year,  including  those  carried  out  under  Improve- 
ment Grants.  The  approx inrate  numbers  of  the  various  types  of  aceoan- 
modation  at  the  end  oif  the  year  were  941  water  closets,  2,133  pail  closets 
and  33'9  privy  middens,  the  latter  being  located  in  the  Isolated  parts  of 
the  district. 

Scavenging  and  Cleansing. 

The  position  as  to  scavenging  throughout  the  district  remains 
n>aterially  the  same  as  de.scrihed  in  previous  re]X)rts,  viz.,  that  the 
collection  of  indestructible  household  refuse  hy  the  Council’s  refuse 
collection  vehicle  takes  place  on  a fixed  day  once  per  calendar  month 
in  each  village,  while  the  villages  of  Nafferton  and  Wansford  have  also 
a weekly  collection  of  pail  closets,  though  in  the  latter  village  the  arrange- 
ment is  a private  one  with  ithe  householders  by  the  contractor,  who  is 
paid’  by  the  C'ouncil  for  hi.s  work  at  Nafferton. 

Cleansing  of  pail  clo.set.s,  privies  and  a.shpits  where  they  still  exist 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  householders  in  the  rest  of  the  district,  with 
consequent  fouling  of  land,  to  a very  m.arked  degree  where  the  area  is 
limite<l. 

It  is  impossible  to  feel  complacent  as  to  the  adequacy  of  this  .Service 
(and  the  need  for  a more  frequent  and  comi>rehensive  Service  must 
necessarily  be  given  serious  consirleration  in  the  future. 

'I’he  173  hou.ses  o.n  the  Driffiekl  R.A.F.  Station  are  the  only  ones 
in  the  di.strict  .at  present  given  a weekly  collection  of  dustbin  contents, 
this  being  a special  arrangement  with  the  Air  Ministry. 
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Whilst  on  the  (luestion,  the  lack  of  proper  means  tor  cleansing 
sludge,  etc.,  from  septic  tanks  to  the  Council  Houses  an<l  sattliaig  tanks 
for  village  sewage  works  atso  deserves  mention.  In  the  main  this  wo.rk 
is  cariried  out  by  han<l,  the  contents  being  discharge<l  into  small  lagooais 
close  to  the  sites.  It  has  long  been  felt  that  this  method  is  in  many 
cases  both  wasteful  in  maii-|jower  and  objcctioiiiable,  and  dniiing  the  year 
I have  made  enquiries  as  to  the  possibility  oif  the  loan  of  a cesspool  emptier 
from  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Council  for  thiis  work.  I ho'pe  to  l>e 
able  to  report  on  this  vehicle’s  work  in  my  iiiext  repoirt,  together  with  any 
long-term  policy  that  may  develop  fi-om  same. 

During  the  year  additional  litter  baskets  have  been  provided  at 
Hutton,  Cranswick,  Middleton,  Natferton,  North  Froclingham,  Foston, 
Harphani,  Kilham,  Sledmere  and  Laiigtoft,  now  making  a total  of  14* 
throughout  the  District. 

Salvage. 

Tins,  light  metal  and  other  salvjigeable  materials  delivered  to  the 
Council’s  tips  are  sold  to  a Salvage  Dealer.  The  Dealer  is  resiK>nsible 
for  soading  and  loading  his  own  transi)ort  and  the  income  derived  from 
these  sales  amounts  to  <£30.

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Camping  Sites. 

Licences  have  been  issued  authorising  persons  to  erect  or  station  and 
use  moveable  dwellings  in  accordance  with  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1986;  these  being  as  follows: — Beeford  1,  Eastburn  1, 
Gembling  1,  Kilhain  2,  Lowthorpe  1,  Naffeiiton  2,  North  Frodingham  9, 
Watton  1. 

A licence  was  also  issued  in  respect  of  a camping  site  for  9 caravans 
at  the  King’s  Head  Inn,  Nafferton. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimmiing  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  district,  either  public 
or  private. 

Rodent  Control. 

'I'he  Council’s  rodent  control  operates  under  the  system  of  i>art  grant 
tow’ards  the  work  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  subject 
to  the  standard  of  control  being  satisfactory.  Two  sewer  treatments 
were  carried  out  during  the  year,  one  incorporatiiig  a complete  test  bait 
of  the  district’s  sewers.  Rcgulair  treatments  were  gi\en  tO'  the  Cranswick 
tij)  and  other  known  black  :si>ots  in  various  villages,  results  generally 
being  very  satisfactory.  In  addition,  treatments  w'cre  given  to  many 
private  premises  under  tire  scheme. 

The  Rodent  Control  Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  gives  a regular  treatment  under  contract  to  a great  many  farms 
in  the  district,  and  this  service  cannot  be  too  hig'hly  recommended  to  all 
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farmers  not  ailiitaad'y  lavail'inf^  themselves  of  same,  as  a suitable  means 
of  fulfilling  tlreir  resiWinsihility  uiuler  the  Act  to  control  and  eradicate 
rat  infestation  on  their  premises. 

\"krminous  Premises. 

No  Council  Houses  or  private  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
bed-ihugs,  but  disinfesitations  were  carried  out  for  fleas  find  co<‘k roadies. 


Schools. 

Whilst  most  schools  have  laid-on  water  supplies,  sanitary  accom- 
modation consists  in  many  cases  of  out-of-date  pail  closets.  It  is 
gratifying,  however,  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  conversion  of  closet 
accommodation  to  water  closets  has  heen  effected  at  the  Wetwang  and 
Fridavthorpe  Schools. 

HOUSING. 


During  the  year  the  cost  of  building  has  continued  to  rise  and  the 
Council  has  cndeavouired  to  keep  costs  down  by  designing  small  traditional 
houses  and  bungalows  with  l'  6"  ceiling  heights,  also  the  latest  designs 
ihave  included  pre-cast  concrete  eavesgutters. 

The  Council,  with  slum  clearance  in  mind,  has  embarked  upon  a 
programme  of  18  houses  whiich  caters  mainly  for  families  living  in  houses 
which  were  condemned  pre-war,  and  has  indicated  a future  pmgramme 
to  deal  with  all  the  existing  coindemned  houses. 

6 i>re-war  Council  Houses  at  Bainton  have  been  provided  with  water 
closets  in  lieu  of  pail  closets.

10  .samples  of  mdk  were  taken  for  biological  examination  diurino-  the 
\ear  in  the  Driffield  Rural  District,  9 being  rejwrted  as  neo-ative  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  and  in  the  other  case  the  guinea  pig  died— the  result 
therefore,  being  ineoncluisive.  The.se  sampler  are  taken  bv  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fiisheries  officers  and  are  reported  to  this  Council 
Toi  intormflri'(>n  (ind  notion  in  'n.n\’  positiV'C  casos.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

In  common  with  all  other  districts  the  Council  had  to  consider  the 

question  of  licensing  private  (slaughterhouses  to  provide  adequate  facilities 

on  the  de-centiralisatioii  of  killing  which  operated  from  tJie  lieo-inninff  of 
July,  1954.  '^«<uuing  or 


8 private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed,  these  coverino-  fairly 
representatively  the  various  parts  df  the  district.  No  applicarions  for 
licences  were  refused,  though  in  2 eases  it  was  intimated  that  considerable 
improvements  would  be  asked  for  in  the  event  of  applications  being 
submitted.  hhe  butchers  concerned  decirled  in  these  circumstances  not 
to  proceed  with  their  applications.  In  the  cases  of  the  8 licensed 
slaughterhouises,  repairs  and  improvements  such  as  wall  and  ceilinff 
su.rtac€s  were  effecterl  wjiae  necessary.  Having  in  niiiul  the  limited 
amount  ot  slaughter  and  tlie  degree  of  cleanli.iess  generally  achieved 
by  the  users  it  is  felt  that  whilst  in  some  cases  the  premises  fall  short 
""V  standard  tor  sfeughteirhouses,  in  the  main  one  maist  be 

satisfied  that  users  have,  provided  reasonable  facilities  and  are  achievimr 
(Satisfactory  results.  1 he  uncertainty  of  the  jxisition  of  these  private 
s aught^hoiises,  pendiing  any  definition  of  the  national  slaughtering  poliev 
by  the  Goveirnment,  precludes  any  extensive  works. 

Towards  the  end  of  August  a marked  increase  in  killino-  at  one 
sjaiig^hterhouse  followe<l  the  use  of  the  premi.ses  by  a London  firm  ^yho 
were,  killing  quite  large  numbers  of  calves  and  transixirting  them,  to 
Smithfield  Mai-ket  in  London,  d'he  firm  later  killed  sheep  and  pigs  for 
the  same  supply.  ^ ®
